TECHNICAL NOTES

1. It would be gppropriate to adjust the reporting dates in this bill to require the survey to be mailed to
digtricts in September and submitted to OPl by mid-October. These dates would be consistent with other

reporting requirements for non-fiscal data.

2. Schools dready meet the requirements of Section 1 (1)(d) through the Trustees Financia Summary (TFS).
This requirement in HB384 is redundant and is out of sync with the requirement that the TFS be submitted

by September 15.
